Honour  of  your  Majefty,  the  Good^jand 
Welfare  of  your  People,  and  the  §^tis 
faction  of  your  Affies.  "  > 


'Tis  alfo  with  the  utmoft  Deteftation 
and  Abhorrence,  we  muft  exclaim  againft 
the  Principles  and  Practices  of  a  Set  of 
Men  among  us,  who,  notwithftanding 
their  Pretences  to  Loyalty,  are  obftinately 
bent  againft  whatfoever  your  Majefty  fhall 
fay  or  do ;  who  will  neither  rely  upon 
your  Royal  Word,  repofe  any  Confidence 
in  your  Promifes;  nor  truft  your  Majefty 
with  your  own  Prerogative,  without 
Advice. 

Thefe  indeed,  are  Principles  and  Pra- 
ctices of  fo  deep  a  Dye,  fo  Infectious  in 
their  Nature,  and  fo  pernicious  in  their 
Confequences,  fo  detrimental  to  Govern- 
ment in  general,  and  all  the  Laws  a»d  * 
Rules  of  Society  in  particular,  that  ^t  is 
but  high  Time  to  put  an  efFedual  Stop  to 

their 
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their  Increafe,  which  if  not  feaibnably 
prevented,  may  be  the  utter  Ruin  of  your 
Majefty  and  Kingdoms. 

Has  ever  any  Prince  ftuck  firmer  to  her 
Alliances  than  your  Majefty  has  done, 
or  a£ted  more  for  the  Welfare  and  Profpe- 
rity  of  her  People,  and  has  ever  any  Prince 
receivM  fuch  returns  of  Bafenefs  and  In- 
gratitude ?  Has  ever  any  Prince  been  fo 
Infulted  by.  Foreigners  and  Domefticks, 
by  Princes  and  Republicks,  by  her  own 
Subje&s  of  the  higheft  Rank  and  Quality, 
and  Mechanicks  of  the  meaneft  Birth  and 
meaneft  Education,  by  Letters  and  Me- 
morials, by  Articles  and  AddrefTes,  in 
Publick,  in  Private,  even  in  her  own 
Clofet  and  Retirement?  Has  not  your 
Majefty 's  Title  been  more  than  once  de- 
ny'd  ,  your  Prerogative  difputed  before 
your  Face,  and  has  not  the  exerting^  of 
that  Prerogative  been  declared  an  Arbi- 
trary Proceeding  ? 

What  is  it  the  Faction  aim  at  ? 
Whither  would  they  run  ?  Did  they  not 
Advife  a  War  without  Reafon,  carry  it 
on  by  Fraud  and  Cozenage ,  and  wou'd 
they  ftill  Sacrifice  the  Nation  for  the  love 
of  Gain,  and  Cheat  us  on  without  Mercy  ? 
Cannot  they  be  contented  without  they 
Vote  the  War  to  be  Eternal,  and  make 
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us  Miferajjle  without  End?  Have  they 
not  made  themfelves  Rich,  by  Impove- 
riftiing  the  Publick,  and  will  their  Ava- 
rice extend  further?  Cannot  they  be  con- 
tented to  fit  ftill  in  their  own  Robberies  ? 
Cannot  they  be  fatisfied  with  the  Wealth, 
tne  Grandeur,  they  pofTefs,  the  gilded 
Chariots  and  the  gaudy  Liveries  that 
Triumph  over  the  Poverty  of  thofe  that 
they  have  Cheated  ?  Good  God  1  Can  Pofte- 
rity  believe  that  there  was  ever  any  Sort  of 
People  upon  Earth,  fo  loft  to  every  Thing 
that  is  Good  and  Honourable,  to  all  the 
Duties  they  owe  their  Religion,  their 
Saveteign,  or  their  Native  Country , 
who  would  involve  them  All  into 
the  moft  Unheard  of  Calamities,  for  the 
Aggrandizing  of  a  Mercenary  familj,  or 
an  Impotent  Ally  ?  Pofterity,  we  fay , 
will  fcarce  Believe  any  Thing  fo  Bafe 
of  us,  or,  if  they  do,  they'll  Curfe  the 
Stain  of  Infamy  and  Reproach  that  they 
Inherit ;  they'll  Abjure  their  Fathers  who 
Begot  them,  and  Account  it  an  Honour 
to  be  thought  Baftards. 

Were  the  Faction  but  againft  the  Peace 
becaufe  they  thought  it  diflionourable,  be- 
caufe  they  thought  it  difadvantagious,they 
would  deferve,"  perhaps,  to  be  excusM  ; 

they 
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they  would  deferve  to  he  thought  to  blan- 
der into  the  Right,  arid  to  be  Honeft  only 
by  Miftake.  But  they  know  it  is  impofli- 
ble  to  obtain  the  Terms  that  they  infill 
on,  and  for  that  very  Rcafbn  they  defire 
'em.  They  know  very  well  what  infupe- 
rable  Difficulties  attend  their  Schemes,  un- 
iefs  they  have  the  Command  of  Providence 
at  Will ;  they  know  that  the  Nation  muft 
beruin'dby  the  Continuance  of  the  War, 
and  that  Tyranny  it  felt'  cannot  be  more 
infuppor table  than  the  Taxes,  and  yet  for 
all  this,  the  War  muft  be  continued. 

We  appeal  to  theConfcience  of  any  one,to 
the  common  Senfe  and  Reafon  of  Man- 
kind, if  a  Peace,  at  this  Time,  can  be  be- 
liev'd  UnneceiTary,  or,  that  which  they 
know  nothing  of,  difhonourable.  No, 'tis 
not  the  Peace  they  fo  much  exclaim  at,  or 
defpife,  but  'tis  their  own  VilJanies  and 
Mifmanagements  they  are  afraid  of;  'tis 
their  Cheats  and  Impoftures,  their  Forge- 
ries and  Crimes,  of  the  moft  flagrant  Na- 
ture, that  will  call  for  Juftice,  that  will 
ftir  up  your  faithful  Commons  to  Impeach, 
your  Peers  to  condemn,  and  your  Majefty 
to  punilh.  Has  ever  any  Nation  in  the 
World  been  plunder'd  to  that  Degree  by 
its  Foreign  Enemies,  as  Ours,  by  its  own 
Natives  ?  How  many  Millions  have  been 
A  4  ex- 
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expended  to  noPurpofe,  how  ■  many'  more 
mifapplyM,per  verted  and  embezzlea?  What 
a  .Number  of  Beggars  brought  in  upon  us 
at  a  Time  of  Dearth  and  Scarcity,  to  the 
Ruineof  our  Liberty,  and  the  Overturn- 
ing of  our  Cohftitution  ?

Thefe  are  Mifdemeanours,  May  it  pleafe 
your  \  Majefiy,  too  long,  too  fcandalous, 
too  .notorious  for  us  to  mention,. or  your 
Clemency  to  forgive ;  fuch  as  Words  wiii 
never  be  able  to  exptefs,  or  thought  to 
comprehend  ;  fuch  as,  before  :this,  were 
never  heard  of,  and  Pofterity  will  never 
paraleil.  It  may  be  Mercy,  perhaps,  to 
grant1  an  Highway-Man  his  Pardon ;  but 
'tis1  but  Juftice  to  deliver  a  Plunderer  of 
the  Public,  an  univerfal  Robber  of  his 
Country,  to  thefevereft  Punifliment. 

We  are  obliged  to, we  thank  our  G**-l  for 
his  Vi&ories  and  Triumphs,  for  the  Sieges 
he  has  undertaken;  and  the  Hardfbips  he 
has  underwent-,  and  we  have  paid  him 
largely  without  Perquifites :  And  muft  not 
that  Man  becaird  to  Account,  who  has 
been^  perhaps,  once'  for tunate  ?  Muft  he 
be  fcreen'd  from  Juftice,  for  the  Sake  of 
one  good  Adlion  ?  Muft  he,  that  by 
Chance  has  been  ferviceable  to  his  Coun- 
try, 
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try,  be  free  from  (Guilt,  when  he  iirives 
to  ruin  it  on  Purpofe  ?  Or  fhaJl  the 
Embezzlement  of  Millions  be  bfcught  off 
by  a  Bl- — — mord,  R< y,  by  a  Bat- 
tle w6n,  or  an  Opportunity  that  has  been 
loft,  by  gaining  a  Frontier  for  an  Ally,  and 
doing  nothing  for  our  felves  ?  Shall  a  Pa- 
lace, exceeding  any  of  your  Majefty's,  be 
Built  out  of  the  Spoils  of  the  Common- 
wealth ?  Shall  Ingratitude  and  lil-Lan- 
guage  to  the  Beft  of  Princes,  the  Prolon- 
gation of  a  War,  or  the  Stifling  an  Ad- 
vantagibusPeace,be  paftover,  unobferv'd  ? 
Shall' fuch  Things:  ^s  thefe  be  took  no 
Notice  off  under  fb  juft  a  Government?, 
Shall  tjiey  not  Difgorge,  fhall  they  not 
Refund  their  Pillage,  or  be  accountable 
with  their  H-ds  ?  .  Can  any  Prince  or 
any  /Nation  under  Heaven,  fuffer  tamely 
fuch  Indignities  to  be  put  upon  them  ? 

Pardon  us,  M  J  D  A  M,  if  our  Ex- 
prelfrons  are  fuitable  to  our  Refentment, 
and  look  upon  them  to  proceed  from  the 
Zeal  we  have  for  our  Rights,  our  Li- 
berties, and  our  Religion.  Look  upon 
us  as  a  People,  who  have  Groan'd  un- 
der the  Burthen  of  exceflive  Taxes,  and 
the  Tyranny  of  Mifmanagement :  As  a 
People  upon    the    very    Point   of  being 

SavM 
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S|tvfa,  or  Ruin'd ;  of,  being  made  Ifappy 
fey  a  Lading  Peace,  or  MiferaHe  •  by  an 
Eternal  War.  This, . this,  MADAM, 
is  the  Senfe  of  the  whole  Nation,  in 
General,  and  of  all  Parties  and  People 
that  have  any  Honefty  remaining. 

Had  the  J — -a  been  Modeft  when 
they  were  Discarded,  your  Majefty  n)lght 
have  Forgave,  if  not  Forgot,  their  primes  .- 
But  none  can  Forgive,  none  can  Itaget 
the  Steps  they  are  now  Taking,  The 
Lords,  the  Commons,  the  Rich*  the 
Poor,  the  Trader,  and  the  Peafant,  will 
call  out  for  Vengeance  on  the  Heads  Of 
thofe  who  Vote  for  our  Deftru&ion  j 
who  infift  on  fuch  Terms  as  are  im- 
poffible  to  be  ever  Gain*d,  on  the  Con- 
quering Kingdoms  that  are  never  to  be 
overcome. 

O  Unfortunate  AlbinU  !  Haft  thou  not 
fufferM  enough  already  by  the  Ambition 
and  the  Avarice  of  fome,  or  the/.  Trea- 
chery of  others  ?  Haft  thou  no):  been 
enough  Impos'd  upon  by  thy  Allies, 
and  Enflav'd  by  tby  own  Subjects  ? 
Have  not  thy  Beft  Friends  been  tax'd 
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with  P- — V,  by  thofe  whofe  Do&rine 
and  Religion  are  fo  near  ally'd  to  it  ?  By 
thofe,  who,  had  not  Providence  preven- 
ted their  Intentions,  had  Confpired  very 
lately  the  Deftru&ion  of  the  Great  Re- 
dreffer  of  thy  Grievances  y  and  the  Coun- 
ftller  of  thy  Peace  ;  and  who  has  more 
than  once  efcaped  them  by  the  fame 
Providence  ? 

'Tis  with  more  than  ordinary  Con- 
cern we  reprefent  thefe  Things  to  your 
Majefty,  not  doubting  your  Refolutions 
to  profecute  your  Good  Defigns  for  the 
Common  Caufe,  notwithstanding  the  Re- 
monftrances  of  fome  Allies,  as  your  Ma- 
jefty did  formerly,  againft  the  Attempts 
of  others,  who  interpos'd  themielves  in 
your  Family  ^Affairs.  And 'tis  with  more 
than  ordinary  Concern,  we  Befeech  your 
Majefty  to  take  efpecial  Care  for  the 
Prefervation  of  your  Sacred  Perfon  ;  We 
have  a  Party  among  us ,  who  have  o- 
penly  profefs'd  Rebellion,who  have  Wrote, 
who  nave  Printed,  who  have  Publifh'd 
They  are  yet  (Irong  enough  to  exchange  a 
Ball  with  your  Majefty1  s  Loyal  Subjects,, 
and  who  have  avow'd  the  Writing, 
the  Printing,  the  Publication  of  the  fame, 

in 
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in  their  A&ions,  their  Principles,  and 
their  Difcourfe.  This  is  a  fort  of  Lan- 
guage the  Throne  has  been  difus'd  to, 
ever  fince  the  beginning  of  that  Un-1 
natural  Rebellion,  that  concluded  in  the 
Deftru&ion  of  both  Church   and  State, 

and  the  Murder  of  your  Royal  G d 

f—  -f  ;  and  if  fuflfer'd  to  pafs  with  t|je 
fame  Impunity  at  prefent,  may  conclude* 
in  the  fame  Cataftrophe.  All  that  we 
have  to  Hope,  is,  from  the  Loyalty  of 
our  Legiflature,  who,  as  they  have  paft 
a  late  Aft  for  the  better  Security  of 
the. Church,  fo  we  have  no  reafon  to 
Queftion  their  Concurrence  in  the  Sup- 
preiTmg  thofe  Seminaries,  thofe  Nurferies 
of  Schitm  that  Poifon  the  Principles  of 
our  Youth,  and  are  now  Supported  with- 
out Law- 

Thefe  are  the  Defires,  and  thefe  the 
Grievances'  of  your  Majefty's,  Loyal 
Stibje&s;  And  we  do  not  Doubt,  but 
to  fee  the  Time,  when  all  thefe  Things 
fhall  be  Redrefs'd  ;  when  we  fhall  Ap- 
proach your  Majefty  without  Grievance, 
and  without  Complaint ;  when  we  fhall 
Enjoy  all  the  Happinefs  and  Content  a 
Prince  can  give,  or  a  Subjeft  is  capable 
df  receiving.     We  hope,   and  that  very

quickly  too,  to  fee  a  Good,  a  Lafting, 
and  an  Honourable  Peace  :  To  fee  the 
Time,  when  Fa&ion  fhall  be  totally  Sup- 
prefs'd,  and  the  Church  eftabhfh'd  in 
Reality;  when  Loyal  Principles  and  Te- 
nets fhall  Rife  upon  the  Downfall  of 
Schifm  and  Infidelity  ;  when  our  Taxes 
fhall  give  no  more  Occafion  for  Em- 
bezzlement, and  our  Landed  Inte- 
reft  fhall  Flourifh  ,  together  with  our 
Trade:  In  fhort,  when  our  Nation 
fhall  become  Rich,  and  your  People 
Happy. 

But  if  it  pleafe  GOD,  we  cannot 
obtain  fuch  Terms  as  thefev  fuch  as  are  re- 
quifite  for  our  Security,  may  we  continue 
the  War  with  Vigour  and  Alacrity,  but 
with  a  Prudent  Management  of  our  Trea- 
fure  ;  may  our  Quota,  if  your  Majefty 
thinks  fit,  be  Equal,  but  not  Superi- 
our  to  our  Neighbours,  and  our  Ex- 
pences  proportionable  to  the  Advantages 
that  we   are  likely  to  acquire. 

But  whether  Peace  or  War  be  our 
Lot,  we  entirely  refign  our  felves  to  the 
Will  and  Pleafure  of  vour  Majefty,  and 

fhall 
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lhall  always  pay  that  Submiflion  and 
Obedience  we  are  oblig'd  by  the  Laws 
of  God  to  pay  to  thofe  who  derive 
their  Authority  from  Him  :  And  we  beg 
Leave  to  Allure  your  Maiefty,  we*S 
Stand  by  You,  in  our  Lives  and  For- 
tunes, as  well  againft  the  unparalell'd 
Attempts  of  a  Faftion  at  Home,  as 
your  Enemies  Abroad ;  and  may  your 
Ma  jetty's  Reign  be  as  Profperous,  as 
we  Hope  it  will  be  Long  over  us.
